Sim: I have seen an official letter addressed to Lieut. Hatfield, 
and intended in great part tor me; with a cupy of that letter be- 
fore me, I desire to say afew words to yourself, personally, for 
reasups that will be apparent in the sequel. In this letter you 
undertake to give me a most scathing reprimand, although of 

our own personal kuowledge, I am periectiy aware that you 
ee nothing of the events to which this reprimand refers. You 
have, some time ago, referred the whole matter to General Mac- 
kenzie, who spoke to me about it at Nutt Station, wiexu Troop E 
was en route to Fort Cummings, though Lis remarks were in a 
very differeat strain irom those of the letter I refer to—I also 
saw the reply to your commupication reterring to myself, from 
Mr. Dorst. lam not aware of the motives which prompted you 
to lay the matter before General Mackenzie, but this I do know, 
that bad they sprung svlely trom a sense of duty, another besides 
myself would have been included—I am glad that he was not. 
You have veither in the past or present en the trouble to in- 
Vestiyate the real dition ot my public affairs, but have quietiy 
allowed the statements of anvther to go unchalienged. Have you 
ever thought that Icould not close my accounts wichout re- 
ceipts, when Boards of Survey were acting on my property? Has 
the thougut never struck you, that self preservation was tue true 
cause of my non-action while first in Craig? That under the 
ciroumstances, to do nothing save request receipts was the wisest 
course Icould pursue? Must I not natura!ly look with suspicion 
on aman who called forth the affidavits im relation to com. pro- 
perty lately seutin to Fort Craig? Do you tuink that aay sane 
man would respond to Boards ot Survey of the nature of thuse 
you assured me you had Whose operations I myself 
witnessed? These may be uninteresting details to you, but they 
are otherwise tome. [I am not tobe placed on the charity of 
your Qr. Mr., but expect that he receipt in the usual way for 
what be receives, and this | will force him to do, with or without 
your amsistance. I have had no personal quarrel with him, as 
ur letter would indicate, and belive that he would remember 
thadidoneso, If you have neithed the “ time or inclination” 








to attend to the oficial business placed before you, I can only 
say, in my own blunt way, that I shall have to trouble you so far 
as to indicate what my official matters require, and after, your 
actions ure of course your own, but rest assured of one thing, 
that you cannot deter me from protecting myself by holding over 
my head the letter of any contract doctor, especially a letter, dic- 
tated (as he says) by the brain of a sick man, and not emanating 
from that doctor’s own jadgment, as its context, purporting to 
quote my own worda, (and which any honorable man, under the 
circumstances, would have held sacred) plainly shows. Under- 
stand me—I do not mean to either threaten or irritate you, but 
simply to state facts in so plain a way that you may have a full 
understanding of this case in all ite bearings, and after receipt of 
this letter, you may, by perceiving my feelings on the subject, 
give me the same equal show that you accord to others, and 
which in your heart, I venture to say, that you do not. now feel 
that you have done hitherto—if you do, reflect on the first three 
Boards of Survey convened by you on my property, and of which 
official intormation reached me only afew days ago, and then 
only at my own request. Have you ever thought that while at 
Ojo Caliente, last February—you, its post commander 1s well as 
Craig’s—went through the same performances at the Post Trader’s 
store, that you reprimand me for while off duty at Craig? all 
these details, both at the Trader’s and during your walk to the 
quarters, are well known here, and, I assure yo. are by no means 
torgotten—where then does your reprimand cease in its applica- 
tion? You had orderlies while here, other men have eyes, and 
even to your being replaced on your chair behind the Post 
Trader's bar, are incidents of your visit well remembered and 
commented on. I have nothing against you, personally, but I do 
not appreciate the tone of your official [letter] at all. Tne way to 
the “right road’’ was pointed out by General Mackenzie—an 
abstemious man—in a kindly way, and has hadits effect—he 
understood the utter loneliness of this place, and my disappoint- 
ments—you have never interested yourself officially enough to 
inquire why it was, that in éwo weeks, I, inexperienced and almost 
without assistance, could not accomplish what one of the most 
experienced, hard working and quickest clerks can not do with 
far more data in the way of receipts, in to months. My letter is 
mesnt in a respectful, firm spirit, and I simply ask that you 
entertain it as itis intended. Respectfully yours,

I make this letter personal in order that others may not be ac- 
quainted with its contents unless you feel disposed to show it. 
— over it, and tor once try to understand me, is all I request 

or it. 

An extract from another letter is as follows: 

I add dap 1 letter ‘No. 22) to Major H. E. Noyes, 
which he returned to have me affix my rank to my name, and be 
cause it was not returned to him by the next mail, with which I 
had nothing to do, he wrote the letter of which No. 23 is a copy, 
and which speaks for itself. 

The Jast statement is characterized as false, and written 
with an intention to deceive. The Court found the accused 
guilty of all the charges except the fourth, and not guilty of 
that, but guilty of * Conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline.” They sentenced him “ To be sus- 
pended from rank and command for the period of one year; 
to forfeit to the United States one-third of his monthly pay 
for the same period; to be confined to the limits of the mili- 
tary reservation of the post where he may be serving during 
the time of his sentence, aud to be reprimanded in orders by 
the reviewing authority.” 

Lieut. Jenkins was also arraigned before the same Court 
on a charge of ‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman ”—the first specification alleging that, being in arrest 
and awaiting trial, he did engage, Sept. 29, 1882, in a 
drunken row or fight, after taps, with Private Stephen 
Walsh, Troop E, 4th Cav., in the office of the Post Quarter- 
master at Ojo Caliente, N. M., in the course of which so 
much noise and disturbance was made that the sentinel on 
duty in that Lpnny See obliged to call the sergeant of the 
guard to quell the disturbance; and the second specification 
that, being in arrest and engaged in a disturbance after taps, 
as already specified, with an enlisted man, was so much 
under the influence of intoxicating liquor, or so badly hurt 
in the fight in which he was engaged, or from both causes 
combined, as to be unable to go to his quarters, and had to 
be carried there by members of the guard. The Court found 
him not guilty of tue first specification, and guilty of the 
secoud, with certain modifications, and not guilty of the 
charge, but guilty of ‘Conduct to the prejudice,” etc., and 
sentenced him ‘To be suspended from rank and command 
for the period of six months, and to be confined to the limits 
of the reservation of the post at which he may be serving 
for the same period, and to be reprimanded in orders by the 
reviewing autbority.” 

Major-General Pope, the reviewing authority, approves 
the proceedings, findings, and sentences, and says: ** The 
sentence in the first case will be duly executed; but in con- 
sideration of the recommendation to clemency by a majority 
of the members of the Court, the sentence in the second 
case is remitted. The Department Commander considers 
the findings and sentences of the Court-martial a sufficient 
reprim to Lieut. Jenkius, whose objectionable course 
does not appear to be natural to a young officer of snch 
promise; and he hopes and believes that the proceedings of 
the Court-martial will be sufficient to enforce proper disci- 
pline, and to remind Lieut. Jenkins that personal grievances 
can never be an excuse for private letters of an offensive 
character addressed to his superior in rank and command.”

He was brevetted Ist Lieutenant and 
Captain for galiant and meritorious services at the battles of Cold 
Harbor, Va., and Cedar Creek, Va., respectively. In December, 
1873, he was detailed on duty at the University of Vermont, Bur- 
iington, Vt., as Professor of Military Science and Tactics, remain- 
ing upon that duty until July, 1877, when be joined his battery at 
Tampa, Fla. His heaith failing him, in the spring of 1581 he was 
forced to seek relief in a cuange of climate. He was a soldier and 
scholar, literary and scientific; a map of quiet and retirifig dis- 
position, of studious habits, of strict integrity. By his death the 
regiment has lost one who, by his iudustry and devotion to duty, 
won for himself a high place in the esteem of his brother officers. 
To his record we may point with pride and leara from it the les- 
son that with untiring perseverance men may and do gain suc- 
cess and win honors. The sympathies of the regiment go with 
the bereaved relatives.

Before Captain Crawford took charge of the Indians the 
Government had to pay three cents a pound for hay; now 
the Captain purchases his hay from the Indians direct at one 
cent per pound, and as the Government requires about one 


payers, and it also encourages the Indians to laborand keeps 
m out of mischief. F 

A little incident that happened to Lieut. Davis, 3d Cav., 
Captain Crawford’s able assistant in his work, satisfied me 
that the Indians can be civilized by industry. The hay is 
generally brought to the fort in buxdles, then it is put on the 
and just as many pounds as the scales indicate, so 
many cents the Indians will receive. The noble and honest 
(?) Indians soon found out that the heavier the bundle the 
more money he would receive. So one thought that there 
was no necessity that all should be hay; before having his 
bundle put on the scale, and while the lieutenant was busy 
with others, the Indian placed about 25 or 30 pounds of stone 
inside of his bundle, but it was soon discovered by the lieu- 
tenant, and his bundle refused. 

A sad incident happened at Maxey. A man named Boise 
or Boyd, an old discharged soldier, was sick for some time 
and the only medical attention he could receive was from Fort 
Thomas. As the doctor could not pay as much attention to 
the man as he wished, he re the matter to General 


the man to be brought to the military hospital, where all the 
care and attention for his recovery could be given. But alas! 
it was too late, and on Sunday, October 15, he died, and on 
Monday he was buried with military honors, all the officers 
and soldiers attending the funeral and Lieut. Porter reading 
the Episcopal services at the grave.

BOSTON NAVY-YARD. 
Boston, Nov. 15, 1882. 


Ow1ne to the leaky condition of the dry dock caisson it was 
taken into the dock Friday for repairs, where it remained until 
Monday, when it was taken out and the Powhatan taken in on 
the same tide. The report of the yard official, whose duty it is 
to represent the true condition ot the yard property to the de- 
partment at Washington, is the subject of much criticism 
the employees of the yard, who claimed that such information 
was given to jeopardize the existence of this yard, and they have 
unjustly commented upon this report in connection with others, 
as evidence of a ring influence for its discontiuuance. The fact 
of its being repaired before the docking of the Powhatan is, how- 
ever, a tacit admission of both the wisdom and sincerity of such 
official report, and a proper condemnation of those ill-advised 
complaints. The survey was held upon the Powhatan on Tues- 
day and Wednesday. 

While hauling the tug Rocket into the torpedo house for repairs 
Tuesday, her increased weight, as she emerged from the water, 
caused the after bearing on the cradle to break. Work was 
stopped and the workmen commenced jacking her up an hour 
before bell rung next morning to take advantage of the tide, and 
she was subsequently housed. No damage was done. 

While the marines now at the yard are noticeable tor their fine 
personal appearance and soldierly bearing, there is among them 
an unusual element of disorderly duct.

In his article in the ‘‘ Atlantic Monthly” for Novem- 
ber on the civilization of the Pimas, from which we 
have before quoted, ist Lieut. George 8S. Wilson, 12th 
Infantry, says: ‘There will soon be four trans-conti- 
nental railroads from the East to the Pacific Ocean. 
Already there are two. Branch roads will reach out in 
every direction from the main lines. By these roads 
and by the influence of the immigration thus brought 
into their territory, the war power of the Indian will be 
destroyed. Every spike driven into a railroad tie west 
of Kansas is a nail in the tribal coffin. Disintegration 
of tribes will follow, and organized Indian war will be 
a thing of the past. This will not put an end to blood- 
shed, nor will it materially lessen it for some years to 
come. But henceforth the Army will deal more with 
spasmodic outbreaks and discontent of factions than 





with powerful tribes as a whole,” 
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OUR RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 


OrFicrers whose service has made them familiar with 
the condition of the Mexican Republic have watched 
with interest the extension of the American system of 
railroad across the boundary, and have speculated with 
some concern as to the effect upon our future relations 
with Mexico of the possible complication of American 
investments with Mexican politics. Mr. John Bigelow, 
formerly minister to France, and more lutely Secretary of 
State under Mr. Tilden as Governor of New York, has 
recently contributed an article to ‘‘ Harper’s Magazine,” 
in which he presents the most gloomy forebodings as to 
the results of American speculation in Mexican railways. 
Mr. Bigelow does not go beyond the commercial as- 
pects of the vase, but the picture he draws of the future 
of Mexican railroads is just that picture of disappoint- 
ment and disaster which has presented itself to the 
minds of those who have counted upon these railroad 
investments in Mexico as a possible means of complicat- 
ing our diplomatic relations with the neighboring Re- 
public, apon which we are supposed to look with the evil 
eyes of covetous desire. It becomes important, there- 
fore, not only in a commercial, but in a political sense, 
to ascertain how far the views presented by Mr. Bige- 
low are correct. 

The well informed Minister of Mexico to the United 
States, M. Romero, says not at all, and he endeavors, 
in the International Review for November, to show that 
Mr. Bigelow is entirely at fault as to his facts, and 
equally far away as to his conclusions. Mr. Romero 
presents a glowing picture, not only of the future of 
Mexican railroads, but of the present condition and 
future prospects of the Mexican Republic, which, as he 
insists, has entered upon a new career that is to 
realize the most confident expectations of its friends, 
and correspondingly disappoint the prophets of evil 
omen who can see nothing but revolution and anarchy 
in the Mexican horizon. The purposes of revolution 
have been accomplished, Mr. Romero tells us, and from 
a bigoted, intolerant country, Mexico bas been changed 
into a liberal, progressive nation. The uneasy spirits 
who thrived by revolution have found new occupation 
with the growth of prosperity in the country and the 
activity created by the building of railroads, and they 
are to-day 98 much interested in keeping the peace and 
preventing any further revolution as they formerly 
were in fomenting disorder. The building of railroads, 
says Mr. Romero, ‘and the prosperity of the country 
besides destroy revolution in another way. The Gov- 
ernment is always stronger than revolution in the be- 
ginning. Railroads now allow the Government to con- 
centrate troops against any revolutionist and destroy 
him at once, and the prosperity of the country gives the 
Government sufficient means to break up any revolution 
in its birth. Nobody, therefore, will ever think of re§ 
curring to revolution.” 

With reference to the political results of the develop 

ment of a Mexican railroad system, as affecting our res 
lations to that country, Mr. Romero’s argument goes to 
show that the effect will be to stimulate an enormous 
development of trade with that country and unite us in 
the bonds of commercial interchange which are the bet & 
guarantee for peaceful relations. The development of 
the vast resources of Mexico, which wili result in such 
advantages to this country as well as to Mexico, is await- 
ing the completion of the railroads. Want of communi 

cation now paralyzes industry. In the city of Mexico 
wood is selling for $16 a cord, while it is but 
$2 at Patcuaro, and in some parts of the 
country, surrounded by large forests, woods of the 
most expensive kinds, such as ebony, rosewood, 





mahogany, cedar, ec., are used by the poorest people 
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for cooking. In the end, Mr. R. thinks, Mexico, which | 
now finds it cheaper to import flour from the United j 
States than to pay the cost of transportation over her’

Of the six hundred and fifty 
millions of merchandize imported annually into the 
United States, two hundred and fifty millions are in five 
articles which Mexico can produce almost indefinitely, 
viz., sugar and molasses, coffee, wool, drugs, dyes and 
chemicals, and cotton. In conclusion Mr. Romero 
says: ‘‘My official position in this country does not 
call for the expression of any such opinions from me, 
much less to answer articles published in the press of 
this country, no matter how injurious they may be to 
the interests of Mexico. I feel a hesitancy about saying 
anythiog on this subject, and possibly it might be more 
prudent for me not todo so. I esteem too much my 
own sense of veracity to venture any opinion or predict 
anything which might not be realized hereafter, or 
which would impeach my motive or judgment in the 
future. In writing this article I pass beyond the sphere 
of my official duties, as I understand them and they are 
generally understvod, and I only do so for the sake of 
preventing or avoiding any prejudice or injury to the 
work already begun, and which promise to be so ad- 
vantageous to boti» Mexico and the United States. . . . 
I would present many mere facts and reasons which 
would support my views of the case, that is that rail- 
roads prudently undertaken und economically built are 
a very good investment in Mexico, but [am afraid 
I have already written too much on this subject for 
ready perusa!, and I hope what I have written is enough 
to substantiate the position I have taken, not as one ex- 
pecting any pecuniary profit from any road now under 
construction or in contemplation, but as a Mexican who 
desires earnestly and ardently the welfare and prosperity 
of his country, and wishes that such an end will be 
realized through the pecuniary assistance of the United 
States, because he is satisfied that this business connec- 
tion will contribute in a great degree to develop tie 
friendly and commercial relations between the two 
countries, which will be mutually profitable and advan- 
tageous, and will make us friends and brothers.” 

We have not space to present the facts and statistics 
upon which Mr. Romero bases his conclusions, and 
which occupy twenty pages of the magazine, but cer- 
tainly his large experience entitles him to be listened to 
with respect, and his conclusions are of the greatest in- 
terest to all Americans, and to none more so than to the 
officers of our Army, who are deeply concerned with 
the question of our future relations to the country which 
has been so long looked to as the possible subject of 
future complications with the United States.

A BILL. 
Be it enacted that on and after the passage of this act 


I. Any Officer of the Army who shall have served forty (40) years 
or mure, continuously or otherwise, as a commissioned officer in 
the regular or volunteer forces or both, without having reached 
the rauk of Colonel, shall at his own request be retired from 
active service on the three quarters pay and emoluments of a 
Colonei—promoting him to this rank (Colonel) before retirement. 

II. Any Officer of the Army who shall haveserved thirty-two 
(82) years or more, continuvusly or otherwise, as a commissioned 
officer in the regular or volunteer forces or both, without having 
reacued the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, shall at hos own request 
be retired from active service on the three quarters pay and 
emoluments of a Lientenant-Colonel— promoting him to this rank 
(Lieutenant-Colupel) before retirement. 

III. Ary Officer of the Army who shall have served twenty-four 
(24) years or more, continuously or otherwise, a8 a commissioned 
oificer in the regular or volunteer forces or both, without having 
reached the rank of Major, shall at his own request be retired 
from active service on the half pay and emoluments of a Major— 
promoting him to this rank (Major) before retirement. 

IV. Any Officer of the Army who suall have served sixteen [16) 
years or more, coutinuously or otherwise, as a commissioned 
eificer in the regular or voluateer forces or both, without baving 


provides : 

*‘That whenever any commissioned officer of the Army below the 
rank of major shall have served under one commission, or in case 
of having been transferred or appointed from the volunteer to 
the regular service, or from one corps or arm of the service to an- 
otber, under more than one commission but in the same grade, 
for fifteen years, he shall be entitled to and shall receive the pay 
and allowances of the grade next above that in which he shall 
have so served for such period without promotion: Provided, 
That nothing herein contained shall authorize any increase in the 
rank or number of officers in the Army, or any corps or regiment 
thereof, as now aliowed by law 


It was reported and placed on the calendar of the 
House March 8, 1882, and has favorable prospects, but 
should not, as our correspondent urges {with sound 
judgment, be hampered in the way of amendments or 
changes. Suggestions have been made to consolidate 
the grades of 1st and 2d lieutenants; to have it apply to 
all service of twelve years, etc., etc. ‘These proposi- 
tions will open up a field of new ideas, and possibly 
good ones, but which must be gone into and discussed 
and investigated and the entire matter again sext into 
committee, where, by the press of other business, it 
may linger and too die, and thus by attempting much 
all be lost. In its present shape it has passed through 
all this ordeal, and is strongly recommended by the 
Military Committee. (Report No. 684 to accompany 
H. R. 2751.) It has also received the approval of the 
Secretary of War in a letter dated Feb. 7, 1882. 

We would remind officers that the coming session of 
Congress will not extend beyond the 4th of March, and 
so much imperative business will be crowded into the 
sixty days of the session that new projects of any sort 
will find little favor, and the simpler their requests and 
the more united their counsels, the better prospect of 
securing favorable action. Another year we shall have 
a new Congress of a different political complexion, and 
consisting so largely of new men that it is difficult to 
form any opinion as to their probable action.

GRANT IN DEFENCE OF PORTER. 


In an article, published by the North American Re- 
view for December, General Grant has spoken what 
might well be considered the last word in the Fitz John 
Porter case—if any Jast word were possible in a contro- 
versy which recognizes no final court of appeal. Gen- 
eral Grant entitles his article ‘‘ An Undeserved Stigma.” 
In it he presents the case of Porter so clearly, and with 
so frank and manly a confession of his own original 
error of opinion in regard to his guilt or innocence, as 
to conviuce the most prejudiced, of the writer’s own sin- 
cerity of conviction, at least. That he will be able to 
bring about a consensus of opinion in regard to the 
great wrong that remains unredressed we do not 
believe, when we remember how slow seemingly well- 
informed and uuprejudiced soldiers have been in arriv- 
ing at the conclusions we reached from a thorough 
study of General Porter’s case when it was first pre- 
sented for review. But we do not doubt that General 
Grant’s vigorous defence of Porter ‘will hasten the time, 
which is certain to come, when the record shall be 
purged of the stigma which has becn fixed upon this 
much-enduring American soldier. 

First setting forth the familiar facts of the original 
Court, and repeating the charges before it, and the 
specifications in substance, General Grant goes on 
to say : 


These are the accusations that were made against General 
Porter for his part and failure in the battles generally known 
as those of the second Bull Run campaign. ‘Thecourt found 
him guilty of the charges and specifications. If he w..s 80 
guilty, the punishment awarded was not commensurate with 
the offence committed. I believe lawyers have taken excep- 
tion to the formation of the court and to some of its techni- 
cal rulings ; but neither at the time nor since has General 
Porter attempted to evade the consequences of his acts by 
any special pleading, or by taking advautage of any technical 
error in the composition of the court, or the method of its 
being ordered, but has relied entirely upon his innocence of 
all the charges and specifications, aud would not be satisfied 
with an acquittal on any other ground than that of his entire 
innocence. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that General Porter's 
alleged migconduct was embraced in three separate cases of 
disobedience of orders ; one on the 27th of August, and two 
on the 29ih of August; and in having retreated unneces- 
sarily from the enemy, by that act endangering other portions 
of the army with which he was co-operating. 

It will be seen that, though these offences were alleged to 
have been committed in August of 1862, he was continued iu 
che command of an army corps until sowe time ia November 
following, taking an active part io the battles of the day fol- 
lowing tue date of the last charge, and in command of the 
defences of Washington on the west bank of the Potomac, 
and also at the battle of Antietam, some weeks later. It 
would look at first very singular that an otlicer, 60 wantonly 
derelict iu the performauce of his daty as Gen. Porter was 
alleged to have beeu ou the 27th and 29th of August, should 
have been continued 1n so important a place as the commaad 
of an army corps, when so much was at stake as there was 
on the 30th of August, and in the defences of Washington, 
and in the later battles in Maryland, when the invasion of 
the North was threatened. These facts wou!d indicate to 
.n unprejudiced mind that the charges against Porter were 
an after-thought, to shift the respousibilities of failare from 
other shoulders and to place them upon him. 

In regard to his disobedience of the order of the 27th of 
August, he is alleged to have without justification deferred 
his march from Warrenton Junction to Bristoe Station from 
one o'clock until three of the morning of the 28th. It was 
about ten o’clock on the night of tie 27th when Porter re- 
ceived the following orders : 

[Here Gen. Grant gives the 6.30 Pp. m. order of Gen, Pope 
of Aug. 27, 1862, so frequently quoted, and goes on to show 
that Gen. Porter properly exercised bis own judgment as to 
obeying literally an order to pursue a fleeing enemy, in view 
of the fatigued condition of his command, the state of the 
roads, and the advice of his generals—against whom a sus- 
picion of disloyalty to their commander or his cause hag 
aever been eutertained—that a postponement of two hours 
in starting the march would not delay the final arrival and 
would bring the troops up iu better condition. Continuing, 
Gen. Grant says :] 

If the night had been clear and the road an open one, there 
would not have been as much justification for the exercise 
of his discretion in the matter; but there is no doubt but 
that he would have arrived at Bristoe Station just as early, 
and with his troops in much better condition, if he hed 
started at early dawn instead of at the hour he did, aud the 
intervening time had been used iu clearing the road for bis 
troops when they did march. . ... . 

I question very much whether there was an engagement 
during the war, or a series of engagements continuing over 
so much time as was consumed in the battles about Buil Run 
in August, 1862, when not only one, but a number of gene- 
rals, did not exercise their discretion, as Porter did on this 
occasion, and with far less justification. The commanding 
general who gave the order desired to have the troops at a 
certain point by daylight, and he gave his orders so as to ac- 
complish that result. Under the circumstances, his order 
required of the troops an impossibility. That was as evident 
to Porter, and those with him, before the attempt was made 
as it was after. 

It is a little singular that any one high in rank, connected 
with the Army of Virginia, should be in ignorance of the ar~ 
rival of at least a portion of Lee’s army, by the very route 
designated by Pope, many hours before the 4.30 order was 
published. Porter was not in ignorance of that arrival. 
Between twelve and one o'clock, ou arriving at his advanced 
position, Porter was shown by McDowell a despatch from 
Gen. Batord, sent at 9.30 0a the morning of the 29.h, statin

In regard to the charge of disobedience of the 4.30 order, 
which is the priacipal one and the one that has most deeply 
impressed the mind ¢ of the general public, there are evidences 
which look to me important and conclusive, showing that the 
Court-martial which triei Gen. Porter found him guilty 
under a mistaken idea of the actual facts, now accessible to 
any one in search of the truth, and which Porter knew to be 
the facts at the time. As maintained by the prosecution, 
to the apparent satisfaction of the ovurt, the situation of 
the belligerent forces were in numbers and positions about 
as here given :

I consider that these facts, with many more that were 
brought to the knuwledge of the Schofield Board, fully ex- 
onerate General Porter of the wap hg disobedience of what 
is known as the 4.30 order, and of the imputation of 
lukewarmness in his support of the commanding general. 
A great deal might be said of the movements, the 
marching and countermarching of troops between the date 
of the order of the 27th of August and the receipts of the 
order of the 29th, which would throw light upon this ques- 
tion ; but I abstain from giving it, because I believe that 
what is stated here covers all the points wherein General 
Porter has been charged with being delinquent. 
General Porter has now for twenty years been laboring 
under the disabilities and penalties inflicted upon him by the 
court-martial of 1862, all that time contending for a restora- 
tion to his position in the Army and in society, and always, 
as stated in the beginning of this article, on the ground of 
his entire innocence. The investigation of the Schofield 
board has, in my judgment, established his innocence of all 
the offences for which he was convicted. The sufferings of 
twenty years, under such findings, for himself and family 
and friends, is something it is now impossible to set right. 
Twenty years of the best part of his life have been consumed 
in trying to have his name and his reputation restored before 
his countrymen. In his application now before Congress, he 
is asking only that he may be restored to the rolls of the 
Army, with the rank that he would have if the court-martial 
had never been held. This, in my judgment, is a very small 
part of what it is possible to do in this case, and of what 

ht to be done. General Porter should, in the way of par- 
ial restitution, be declared by Congress to have been con- 
victed on mistaken testimony, and, therefore, to have never 
been out of the Army. This would make him a major- 
general of volunteers until the date might be fixed for his 
muster out as of that rank, after which he should be con- 
tinued as a colonel of infantry, and brevet brigadier genoral 
of the United States Army from the date of the act, when 
he could be placed upon the retired list with that rank. 
In writing what I have here written, I mean no criticism 
upon the court which tried Gen. Porter, nor upon the officers 
under whom or with whom he served. It is easy to under- 
stand, in the condition of the public mind as it was in 1862, 
when the nation was in great peril, and when the Union 
troops had met with some severe reverses, how the public 
were ready to condemn—to death if need be—any officer 
against whom even a suspicion might be raised. For many 
years, and till within a year, I believed that the position and 
number of the troops on both sides were as stated in the first 
i given here, and that the order to attack was re- 
ceived at an hour in the day sufficiently early to have made 
the attack feasible ; and, under that impression, it seemed to 
me that the enemy, unless through very bad generalship on 
the Union side, could not have been able to escape while a 
superior force confronted him and ten thousand men flanked 
him. Buta study of the case not only has convinced me, 
but has clearly and conclusively established, that the posi- 
tion and numbers of the armies were as given in the second 


a solemn and sincere expression of my thorough under- 
— of and belief in the entire innocence of Gen. Porter 
will to draw the public mind to the same conviction, I 
shall feel abundantly rewarded for my efforts. It will always 
be a pleasure to me, as well as a duty, to be the instrument, 
even in the smallest degree, of — right any man who 
has been grossly wronged, especially if he has risked life and 
reputation in defence of his country. I feel, as stated on a 
—- occasion, a double interest in this particular case, 
se, directly after the war, as General of the Army, 
when I might have been instrumental in having justice done 
to Gen. Porter, and later as President of the United States, 
when I certainly could have done so, I labored under the 
firm conviction that he was guilty ; that the facts of the re- 
ceipt of the 4 30 order were as found by the court, and that 
the position of the troops and numbers were as given in the 
first of these diagrams. Having become better informed, I 
at once voluntarily gave, as I have continued to give, my 
earnest efforts to impress the minds of my countrymen with 
the justice of this case, and to secure from our Government, 
as far as it could grant it, the restitution due to Gen. Fitz 
Jobn Porter. U. 8. Grant. 








WASHINGTON NOTES. 


The question of the confirmation aS Senate of the ap- 
pointments of Generals Pope and kenzie, has been the 
subject of a good deal of among Army officers around 
the War Department this week. An officer of high standing 
is authority for the statement that General Grant says he 
was misrepresented by the press in the statement that he 
favored the promotion of General Pope. This, in connec- 
tion with General Grant’s article in the North American 
Review, on the Fitz John Porter case, which we give else- 
where, has led many to the belief that the influence of the 
ex- President will be thrown against the confirmation of Gen. 
Pope. This we doubt. It will be seen from one of the con- 
cluding paragraphs of General Grant’s article that he takes, 
what seems to us to be the only proper view in the case, 
namely, that the conviction of General Porter, unjust and 
undeserved as it was, was one of the results of the disturbed 
mental conditions that accompany civil war. We were all of 
us too much in earnest to be strictly fair in the days of ’61- 
65, and though we may correct the injustice of the past in 
the sober light of the present, let us not perpetuate the ani- 
moeities (hat grow out of them. Whatever General Grant’s 
action may be in this case it is not likely to influence Senator 

who will, without doubt, vote in favor of General 
Pope’s confirmation, and a favorable report upon it is ex- 
pected from the Mili Committee. It is icted by some 
that Senators Sewell, Hoar, and probably Cameron, of Pa., 
will vote with the Democrats in opposing General Pope. 
Others, who profess to know what is going on in the po- 
litical arena, are of the belief that a compromise will be 
effected between the senatorial friends of Gen. Pope and 
Fitz John Porter to secure the confirmation of one and the 
passage of the bill for the relief of the other. It is known 
that efforts are being made to bring such a compromise 
about, but it is not an easy one to effect considering that 
the House must be a party to any action in Gen. Porter’s case. 
The pee to the confirmation of General Mackenzie, 
which reported to come from the friends of officers he 
has overslaughed, is not expected to succeed, as the General 
has political as well as personal friends enough to ensure 
his confirmation.

Engineer from Oct. 11, 1866, 

the date he became entitled to his examination by regulation 

and failed, the Second Comptroller renders the following 

opinion : 

When the matter of ordering a re-examination was before the 

department, the department was proceediag in a matter which it 
became necessary to decide, whether or not Asst. Engineer John 

Lowe was entitled to be re-examined, and a decision thus made 

in the regular course of proceeding, by an authority charged 

with the duty of deciding the point, is not to be regarded because 

of any supposed or actual error of judgment, mistake of law, or 

injustice to the officer. Ifa decision was made by the Navy De- 

partment in an actualiy pending case, as seems to have been doue 

in this instance, the only inquiry that needed to be made in such 

case is whether it was then the duty of the department to con- 

sider and decide the question whether the officer had become en- 

titled to be re-examined. The decision having been thus made 

declaring Engineer Lowe as entitled to bis re-examination on the 

lst of August, 1868, had that examination been delayed by any 

cause not involving fault on his part his case would then have 

come under the provisions of sec. 1562, R.S. His examination 

was not delayed, but was had at the date when he thus became 

entitled, and the delay occurred in the issue of his commission 

after he had passed the examination. Under the law in force at 

the time of Engineer Lowe’s promotion (March 21, 1870) there 

was no provision for the promoted pay, prior to the date upon 

which the commission was issued. I am therefore clearly of the 

opinion that Engineer John Lowe is not entitled to the pay of 1st 

Asst. Engineer, at any date anterior to the date when his commis- 

sion as such was signed, to wit, March 21, 1870. 

The special committee of the Senate, Senator Logan 

chairman, to inquire intu the subject of heavy ordnance 

met at 12 o’clock, Thursday, Nov. 21.

It is, however, cramped and 
confined, but the scenery around is beautiful and the pros- 
pect lovely. 

We had anticipated that upon weeting with the flagship, 
not having seen her since she parted with us at Alexandria 
on the 20th of July last, we would be inspected and undergo 
a course of drill by the Admiral commanding, for which we 
were duly prepared, but heavy rains set in the night after 
our arrival and continued the next morning, causing the cp- 
portunity to be lost.

YELLOW FEVER AT FORT BROWN. 


Fort Brows, Texas, Nov. 1, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Referring to the article on Chaplain McWatty iu 
your issue of September 9, last, permit me to say that 
there is a pretty well and wisely established custom on 
the part of the authorities controlling our military 
establishment to move troops, where it involves a 
radical climated change for them (more particularly 
from the north to the extreme south) in the cool weather 
season of the year only. 

Why not apply this rule to individuals of the Army as 
well as to organizations? Chaplain McWatty joined 
his post, pursuant to his orders, from the North in mid 
summer, it being his first experience in the Army, as 
well as in the Sonth ; and he also arrived at his post to 
confront a fearful epidemic of the yellow fever, ng 
in Brownsville and Matamoras—a condition of things 
that would render a change to all of us as well as the 
chaplain desirable. He is quite well advanced in life, 
and was in poor health when he arrived here; but his 
service here, in connection with yéllow fever, as a 
divine, was not by any means indispensable. The sur- 
geons had feelings of unequalled anxiety, in connection 
with the fever, that had this time began its ravages 
here, and to bring to the grave just as soon as death 
happened the unlortunate victim was their paramount 
object and not delay, in oder that the infected body of 
the dead might not imperil the lives of the living. 
That they died of yellow fever at Fort Brown, Texas, 
thence were taken in a small common skiff, with barely 
persons enough to handle the corpse, and then buried, 
or rather forced down into a watery grave under the 
ground, should complete the death record of the dead, 
and said dead should not suffer in the hereafter, nor the 
living impugned because the divine stamp of an Army 
chaplain did not follow—a thing that might have been 
done under favorable circumstances. 

That Chaplain McWatty isa reputable gentleman is 
evident from the fact that he presided as the pastor of 
the church of the religious persuasion t>2 which he he- 
longs in the town of which he was a resident (Pennsyl- 
vania) for twenty-seven years prior to his appointment 
in the Army. 

No formal funeral ceremony was possible on these 
occasions, unless those attending were supplied with a 
suit of the celebrated individual navigator, Captain 
Boyton, for the country was inundated, leaving no 
means of getting to the place of burial of the dead but 
by the use of a small skiff, Major Witherell having thus 
interred the remains of his son (a victim of the fever), 
himself, with the assistance only of Capt. Hennisee and 
two prisoners from the post guard house. 

Had the writer of the article in question devoted that 
much time and space in your valuable paper in a just 
censure of those who caused the troops to remain where 
they were when the chaplain found them in the face of 
the dreadful disease, it would have sounded more com- 
mendable to those who are conversant with the subject 
of which he treats. Gen. Charles H. Smith, colonel 
19th Infantry, commanding post, as well as Post Sure. 
Happersett, urgently and repeatedly recommended their 
removal temporarily hence, weeks prior to the chaplain’s 
joining, in consequence of the fever then raging in Mat- 
amoras, just across the river from this post, but their 
advice was unheeded. One Wao Was Tuer. 


We have still another letter on this subject, in which 
the writer makes substantially the same statement of 
facts concerning Chaplain McWatty. Of Gen. Smith 
the writer says : 


It is certainly conceded that that grand old warrior, 
Smith, did his duty, and his whole duty, but we for a 
moment did not expect he would do aught else. Had 
he skipped out and left us, that act would have been 
inconsistent. with all his previous actions aes 
period of upwards of a quarter of a century, and for 
which actions he deservedly arose to the distinguished 
positions he has occupied, and still occupies. Hence 
we looked for no such a move on his part. But with 
the Rev. Mr. McWatty things were different, and a 
comparison should not be had with the veteran chief 
Smith and the recruit, Chaplain McWatty.

A FREE KIT WANTED. 
To the Lditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue Adjutant General of the Army, in reporting the 
8,741 desertions from the ranks during the fiscal year 
just ended, attributes them to the withholding of the 
money value of clothing, and says: ‘The chief cause 
of desertion is the fact that the money value of clothing 
drawn by the recruit after evlistment—a large amount, 
necessarily—is charged against him on the rolls, and, 
absorbing his pay for months, induces discontent and 
restlessness.” He therefore suggests ‘‘that the first 
ccmplete outfit of clothing to a recruit be settled only 
at the end of the first year of service.” 

Why should there be any clothing money at all? 
Give each recruit a free kit, and let him keep the smaller 
articles of that kit up out of his own pocket during his 
term of enlistment (there are plenty of ways to make 
him do it), aud here you have an end of the difficulty. 
Let the government issue annually to each soldier cer- 
tain articles of clothing, such as uniform coat, pants, 
etc. In other words, try the British plan.

THE “JEANNETTE” INQUIRY. 
Tue examination of Chief Engineer Melville by the Jeanette 
Board was resumed, aud he continued his narrative bringing it 
down to the time when the news was received of the landing of 
the boat with Capt. De Long and his party. Witness said : Tuere 
seemed nothing else for us to do but to await the coming ot the 
commandant from Bulun with reindeer teams to take our party to 
Bulun; I expected Kusmah in about five days, so did nut teel 
very anxious, but when six or seven days had passed and Kusmah 
had not returned I felt anxious and discussed frecl, with Mr. 
Danenhower and the men the feasibility of taking ail the pro- 
visions we could get and making the march to Bulun; the men 
were all cheeriul and willing, but the strongest argument against 
it was the want of a guide aud the lack of clothiuy necessary for 
such a winter trip over souw and ice and mountains; it was 
finally decided that all we could do was toawait Kusmah’s return. 
Wheu I read the note by Ninderman and Noros it was the first 
intimation I had received that the people of the first cutter had 
landed; it was generally believed by our party that both the 
other boats had foundered, and we were astonished to learn ot 
the safety of these two men. 
There was no other n.eans of finding out the situation of 
De Long's party but to see Ninderman and Noros, so wituess told 
Kusmah be must have his dog team and start at once to meet 
them, as they were on their wey to Buiun; witness was ill clad 
for a winter journey of 250 versts when he started; at Kusm al’s 
house he traded a half blanket, which he had carried on the 
march, for a skin blouse; the next day he started with two na 
tives tur guides, and that evening arrived at Kumak Surka; th 
dogs were so used up they could not go further. 
Tbe natives obtained reindeer and the journey was resumed; 
witness arrived at Buluo November 2; found Nioderman and 
Noros quartered in a hut with some natives; on entering the hut 
saw Ninderman reclining on a cot and Noros standing up behind 


atable; it was cold and dark and at first he was not recognized; 
on speaking to Noros the latter exclaimed, ‘‘My God! Mr. Mel- 
ville, we thought the whaleboa'’s crew were all dead;’’ tue men 


both complained of their condition, the insufficieucy of their tood 
and clothing. 

During the storm in which the boats separated witness said to 
Mr. Danenhower, “It this keeps up it will be nece-sary to heave 
the boat to;” Danenhower replied, ‘Yes, Melville, it sould 
have been done before;” atter some discussion and conference 
they set about making a drag; Dinenhower thougut they sould 
use the oars,but witness suid, ‘No, we must hold on to them, 
but can use the tent poles;” this was afterward done, and when 
a}l was ready Mr. Danenhower said, ‘‘Mr. Melville, will you let 
me heave her to?’’ witness reflected if there was any advantage 
to be derived from using the experience of a professional man it 
was his (witness’) duty to do so; he therefore answered, “ Go 
ahead;’’ Mr. Danenhower then gave the orders; Witness described 
the method of maxing this manw@uvre and the result, corrobo- 
rating the details previously piven by Lieut. Danenhower.

Yellowstone is now being settiei by an industrious population. 
The trouble which occurred last winter, through the occupation 
of the country along Milk River, by Indians and half-breeds from 
British America, has been successfully settled by sending troops 
trom Fort Assinaiboine to remove these intruders to the country 
whence they came, north of the boundary live. Tuis winter the 
amicable relations existing between our forces in that section and 
the Canadian Police, at Fort Walsh and other posts, whereby in- 
tormation of the movements of such Indians is interchanged, will 
go far toward insuring quiet in that direction. I would respect- 
tully recommend the abandonment of Fort Hale, on the Missouri 
River, and that the buildings at that place be transferred, by Act 
of Congress, to the Iadian Bureau, tor the establishment of an 
Indian school, should the Indian Bureau desire them for such a 
purpose. 

Iu the Department of the Platte, some important changes have 
occurred sincs my Jast annual report was rendered. The old 
posts of Fort Fetterman and Fort Sanders, having fulfilled the 
objects for which they were originally built, have been aban- 
doaed. The post of Fort Thornburgh was located, last year, near 
the junction ut the Green and Duchesne Rivers in Utah, but, at 
the request of the Interior Department, it was changed to its 
present place on Ashley Fork thirty-five miles from the Ute 
Agencies. The expected appropriation tor buildiag was not 
made by Congress, and the troops of the garrison have beeu 
withdrawn for the winter, excepting a small guard for the saw 
mill and other property. At the proper time, during the next 
session of Congress, attention will be calied to the necessity of an 
appropriation for building this post. In the early spriog I will 
recommend the abandonment oi Furt Hall, Idaho, and the trans- 
ter of its smalji garrison, (one company,) to Fort Douglas or Fort 
Cameron, Utah. During the pressing need for additional mounted 
troops iu Arizona, I sent the 3d Cavalry to that territory, and 
hope to receive it back in the Department ot the Platte again, or 
it not that regiment, then the 6th Cavalry in its place. Tue two 
largest Indian Agencies in the country, viz., tue Pine Ridge and 
the Rosebud Agencies, have to be controlled principally by troops 
in the Department of the Platte. Many thousands of Indians are 
at each of these Ayencies; those at Pine Ridge occasionally be- 
come resiless, and I think it would be wise to watch them, with 
sufficient troops held well in hand, for some time to come. 

Tuere bas been no serious trouble with Indians in the Depart 
ment of the Missouri, during the past year, though the troops in 
New Mexico have been kept actively engaged in protecting that 
territory against raids, for the details ot which I would refer to 
the annual report of General Pope. The remainder of the North- 
ern Clheyennes at Fort Reno, are very restive, but I do not appre- 
hend any serious truuble fromthem. Therights of Indiaus in 
the Indian Territory have been encroached upon by the pasturing 
aud driving of large herds of cattle through the Iudian lands. No 
uniform system seems to have been adopted by the Indian Bu- 
reau with reference to these herds, the owners of some of them 
paying a herd tax to the Indians, whilst others do not, so that, on 
seversl occasions, the military have been called upon to quell 
troubles arising irom the mixed condition of affairs. 

The posts of Fort Dodge, Fort Wallace and Fort Larned, all in 
Kansas, having outlived the necessity for them as military sta- 
tions, have been abandoned as such. The cantonment on the 
North Fork ot the Canadian River, in the Indian Territory, has 
also been abandoned aad turned over to the Indian Bureau for 
use a3 a school, I recommend that Forts Wallace, Dodge and 
Larned, be also turned over to the Indian Bureau for similar 
purposes. 

Tue school of application for cavalry and infantry—established 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, last year—is in excellent condition, 
is already showing good results, and I believe is going to,be oi 
immense benefit to the Army, as a practical school. 

Or the Department of Texas little remains to be said, not cov- 
ered by the annual report of General Augur. The sites for two 
new posts have been selected, and authority has been received 
tor the purchase of iand at San Antonio, as site for a military post, 
fo. which purchase negotiations are now in progress. On account 
of the prevalence of yellow fever, and the changed condition of 
affairs on the Rio Grande, I shall reduce the size of the garrison 
at Brownsville, jeaving there only the minimum torce necessary, 
and will remove the rest of the troops or posts higher up in tue 
country. I believe there should be agarrison at Brownsville, but 
that it should be as small as possible. 

The wonderful growth of the railway system in this Division is 
worthy of remark in connection with its bearing upon military 
operations. The extension of the Northern Pacific toward Boze- 
man has already been noted, and the Utah and Northern has 
reached Butte City, Montana, 416 miles north of Ogden. Tae 
Denver and Rio Grande 1s in operation to Montrose, 62 miles west 
of Gunnison, on the Utah division, and to Silverton, 44 miles from 
Durango, Colorado, on the San Juan division. The Atlantic and 
Pacific, having crossed New Mexico from Albuquerque to the 
west, has now reached Williams, Arizona, a puint about the 112th 
meridian. Last year marked the couipletion of the Southern Pa- 
cific to El Paso, whence the Mexican Central is nuw running to 
Chihuahua in old Mexico, the Texas Pacific, from Fort Worth, 
connecting with both the others at Kl Paso, a poiut reached also 
by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. The Galveston Harris- 
burg and San Antonio Railroad is in operation westward to Fort 
Clark, Texas, and eastward, fro El Paso to Lozier, near the Pecos 
River. The International and Great Northern is in operation 
irom San Antonio to Laredo, where it connects with the Texas- 
Mexico and Mexican National roads, the former in operation trom 
Corpus Christi to Laredo, and the latter constructed to Salinas, 
far on the way to Monterey and the City of Mexico. The exteu- 
sion of the railroads affords an opportunity for much needed con- 
centration of the small companies of troops into larger garrisons 
where they can be more economically supplied and their disci 
pline and effici i d—conditions bitherto ajmost impos- 
sible, when weak companies were scattered at numerous small 
military posts. I have already eelected points with a view to such 
a concentration, as soon as the condition of Indian affaira will 
admit of the withdrawal of troops from the more remote 

laces, 

4 The improvement in marksmanship by the troops throughout 
the Division, has been very gratifying during the past year, offi- 
cers and men, generally, having taken the deepest interest in this 
subject, It has been a surprise to me that so little attention was 
paid to this vitally important matter, in years gove by. I 
earnestly recommend a liberal allowance of ammunition, in the 
future, to be expended in target practice and in tue prescribed 
rifle competitions, 

The several Departments of this Military Division have all 
been ably and economically administered bytheir respective com- 
manders, Generals Pupe, Terry, Augur and Crook, to whose an- 
nual reports, berewith submitted, | reter for details of informa- 
tion. The supply departments throughout the Division haye 
worked well and economically, and the officers in contral of 
these important branches of the service are entitled to credit tor 
their efficiency, 
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THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


A merrtine of the Board of Directors took place at the 
office of the Association on Tuesday afternoon, Nov. 14, 
1882. There were present Gen. E. L. Molineux, president; 
Gen. Smith, Colonels Bodine, Litchfield, Scott, Story, Cow- 
perthwait, and Schermerhorn, Messrs. Stanton and Holton, 
and Secretary Seabury. The first part of the meeting was 
occupied by the reading of minutes of previous meetings 
aud action on bills arising from the late International Match, 
at the conclusion of which a discussion in regard to the 
selection of the return match team took place. Mr. Seabury 
stated that through mistaken statements in some of the 
rifle journals an erroneous impression had got abroad that 
the selection of this team would be without previous compe- 
tition, an impression which had a damaging effect upon the 
interest taken in the matter through the country, reflected 
discredit upon its management by the, Acsociation, and 
caused numerous inquiries from all parts of the country. 
Col. Scott. on behalf of the committee on the match, aleo 
stated that he had been approached by National Guardsmen 
in the city, who had received the impression that there 
would be no competition for the return match team, that its. 
selection would be an arbitrary one by the National Rifle 
Association and would be confined to ‘old fogies,” and that 
the younger members of the National Guard would thus be 
denied an opportunity to serve on the team. 

Col. Bodine then rose and called atlention to the necessity 
of determining a definite method of selecting the team, stat- 
ing that a competition similar to that of last year was not 
available on account of lack of time, but that if the state- 
ment that a team would be organized by the National Rifle 
Association without previous competition had been made, it 
was an absurdity which required nocontradiction. Toenable 
the Association to bring ont the full resources of the country 
and give members of the militia of other States an oppor- 
tunity to gain places on the team, he recommended that the. 
proper authorities of these States be requested to give data, 
in regard to the shooting capacity of their troops, the 
records of individuals, etc. He spoke quits at length on the 
subject, and particularly emph wized the necessity of a plein 
for the permanent organizition of a team and the arrypgo- 
ments of the details for the meeting of men at Creedy,oor in 
May next. 

At the close of his remarks Mr. Stanton’s ref olution to 
make a specific plan for the method of selection of the team 
at the next meeting of the Board of Directors, three weeks 
hence, was adopted and the meeting adjourned. 

To those who are interested the JounnaL can give the in- 
formation that there will be no arbitrary selection of a team 
by the National Rifle Association, but that competitions for 
places on the team will be announced in due time. These, 
on account of the short time left for the preparation for tie 
match, as well ag in consequence of experience gained in the 
preliminaries for tbe Jate match, will be carried on ia & dif- 
ferent manner, one important element to be taken in co::- 
sideration being the general record of each man as to relia- 
bility, as well as the particular scores he may make during 
the competitions. 

SzeventH New Yorx—Col. Emmons Clark.—In C. O. Na T, 
of Nov. 8, lst Lieut. W. Kobbe assumes command of the 
company and announces the resignation of Capt. Joseph 
Lentilhon, of whouw he gives the fuliowing history : 

Enlisting in November, 1859, he has served continuously 
for 23 years, and was promoted through the different grades 
of non-commissioned officer, until elected 2d and afterward 
ist lieutenant, which offices he held for 11 years, refusing 2) 
further promoti n. Upon the death of Capt. Richardson, 
June 4, 1873, Lieut.

V. R. Cruger.—This regi- 
ment is particularly fortunate in the possession of a neat 
'and well arranged armory in a very suitable location, and 
it is generally »upposed that it claims that the material of 
which it is composed (both as to officers and men) is su- 
perior to what 1 generally found in the National Guard. 
In view of these facts it is hard to understand that com- 
pany drills should be neglected to such an extent, that in 
some cases it is impossible even to get enough men together 
to have a squad drill, let alone # company drill.

22d follows with 73, the 71st with 66, the 8th with 57, the 
47th with 46, and the 11th with 30. Five of the staff officers 
of the 2d Brigade and six of those of the 3d Brigade qualified 
as marksmen, ‘The figure of merit of the 3d Brigade is as 
follows : General staff, 70.91; 13th regt. 35.65; 14th regt. 
31.25; 17th Sep. Co., 71.67. The total number of marksmen is 
238, as follows: General staff, 6 ; 13th regiment, 102; 14th 
regiment, 100; 17th Separate Co., 30; 146 comprised the 
first class, 104 the second, and 449 the third class. Figure of 
merit of the brigade 18 35.95 against 32.83 last year. The 
47th regiment will be inspected by companies in full uniform 
by the brigade inspector. 

MassacuusettTs.—The report of Capt. G, B, Rodney, 4th 
U. 8. Artillery, who inspected the camps of the Ist and 2d 
Militia Brigade, has just been made public, and we give the 
following extracts therefrom : 

The camps were well and uniformly laid out, except the mess 
tents, which differed in each regiment, The police ot the camps 
was generally good, but better in some regiments than in others 
which was due, of course, to the energy and attention of the 
regimental commanders. A field hospital was established at the 
headquarters of each brigade, and that of the 2d Brigade was a 
modei of neatness. The 2d Brigade cousists of 3 regiments of in 
fantry (28 companies), | battalion of artillery (2 batteries), and 1 
battalion of cavalry (2 companies). The Ist Brigade consists of 3 
regiments of infantry (32 companies), 1 battery of artillery and 1 
company of cavalry. These two brigades have an aggregate 
strength of 3,488, 247 being commissioned officers, and about 70 
per cent. of the enlisted men and a traction over 90 percent. ot 
the oflicers were present in camp. The routine of camp duty 
was fixed in orders from brigade headquarvers, and it was noticed 
that they were not the same for each brigade, which should be 
corrected if possible. I consider the orders tor the ist Brigade 
the most complete. The officers of the different organizations 
are, as arule, tairly well instructed. They show tanits, both in 
discipline and drill, but, when everything is considered, they 
make as gooa ashowilng as the State has aright to expect. They 
are deficient in many small details, which their superiors in the 
militia appreciate fully, and which they are laboring zealously to 
correct. The enlisted men are a very fine body of men physi 
cally, and with more training, would make excellent soldiers ; 
they are mostly young men, and take a great interest in their 
military duties, and were in the best of temper during the whole 
time they were in camp. 

The arma (Springfield rifles), as a rule, were not in good order ; 
but in each regiment there were one or more companies to which 
this remark does not apply, particularly in the Ist, 6th, and 9th 
regiments, Many of the rifles were rusty, and the stocks of 
nearly all badly bruised and battered. I suggest, in this connec 
tion, that some system of rewards and punishments be adopted 
and spplied while the men are in camp 

The cartridge boxes and belts are not fit for service, and should 
be replaced at once with a more suitable pattern, made of proper 
material. 

The two brigades are uniformly dressed, the material (which is 
of good quality) being of the same color as that now 1n use by 
the Army. Officers and men approve of the leather leggins—say 
they wear weil and are comtortable. The fatigue cap is of ao 
excellent pattern, and is more comfortable and better adapted to 
the purpose than the pattern now in use in th eArmy. 

The Infantry regiments are well drilled; th battalion drills 
were excellent, both officers and men showing u fair knowledge 
ot tactics. Some regiments are more thorough than others 
showing unusual proficiency in certain drilis, ‘The 9th regiment 
in the manual! of arms and firings, indicated a proficiency they 
need have bo desire to surpass. Other regiments were more or 
less proficient in various ways, but they ail need drilling in the 
school of the soldier. They necessarily pass hastily over this 
most important part of their instruction, and the result is that 
many of them have not the appearance of well-drilied soldiers 
The officers of the staff and commanding officers understand 
this as well as | do, and many of them are making efforts to 
correct it; they must have time to make themselves felt, but | 
know they are working in this direction. The guides need more 
instruction, and should, if practicable, have special drills, as 
one or two ignorant guides ruin the appearance of a well drilled 
battalion. Tue 5th regiment (Col. Bancrott) appeared to improve 
more in drill and soldierly bearing while in camp than any other 
wuich was unquestionably due to the energy and care of its com 
manuder, This regiment and the lat reyviment (Col. Wellington 
surpass the others in battalion evolutions. Parades by brigade 
and battalion were held each day, and great improvement was 
noticed from day to day in the manual and in the bearing of the 
men, The 2d Brigade held a brigade drill, and the lat Brigade 
was exercised in a sham fight, the time expended in this work 
being time wasted. It was claimed that the sham fight would 
interest the men and encourage enlistments, and has in its favor 
that it affords sume relaxation to the men, which is not true o 
brigade drills. 

ln the 2d Brigade the guard mounting passed off much more 
smvothly than in the Ist Brigade, In the 2d Urigade the entire 
guard for one day was drawn trom one regiment, which, under 
the circumstances, is considered to be the best plan. The senti 
nels performed their duty as well as could have been expected 
but were not visited as frequentivy by the officers and non-com 
missioned officers of the guards as they should have been, A 
sufficient number of officers and non-commissioned officers 
should have been placed on guard to wake it possible to visit 
each sentinel every half hour, The ceremony of guard mounting 
and the duties of sentries should be inciuded in armory instruc 
tion. The discipline was, asa rule, good, which was due to a 
great extent to the character and good temper of the men; they 
responded with promptness to orders from their superiors, were 
uniformly polite, and would have appeared exceedingly well it 
instructed to salnte and stand at attention when in the presence 
of commissioned officers. These duties also should be taught in 
the armory. 

Of the artillery the report says : 

The two batteries of the 24 Brigade were in yood condition, 
considering the disadvantages under which they labor, but good 
results cannot be looked tor inthis service without more time 
tor Held work, which they are not likely to get. Lhe horses are 
very inferior, aud the battalion organization is a disadvantaye, as 
the batteries drill almost entirely as 4 battalion, when they are 
not efficient in platoon drill. One battery for this brigade is 
sufficient, but, if two must be maintained, | recommend that one 
be equipped with machine guns. The battery of the Ist Brigade 
was in good order, and under more control than those of the 2d 
The horses were much better, and the condition of the harness 
indicated that it had been well carea tor. The battery was 
mancuvred with more precision, and was in better order yene 
rally thav the others, All these batteries need inatruction in 
the elements of the service, as, at present, they are but little 
more than a collection of men, horses, and guns, fairly well drill 
ed in some things, to be sure, but possessing little knowledge of 
their most important duties. They have no equipments tor their 
guns, such as gunners, sights, etc., which suvuld be supplied at 
once, and I recommend that each battery be supplied with ten 
rounds of each kind of ammunition pertaining to their guns, 
with fuses, etc., for instruction in their armories. The men can 
then be taught how toe cut and set tuses, and be given some ideas 
of their duties as gunners, s0 that when they go to camp they 
will be able to make a much better showing. Ail the batteries 
manoeuvre at very rapid gait, which should not be permitted 
until they are more thoroughly instructed. It would be tar 
better to have the three patteries camp together tor instruction 
not with the brigades—and devote a sulid week to drill; it would 
give better results, as a yreat deal of time is wasted by the artil- 
lery, under the present system, in attending dress parades, re 
views, etc. 

In case of war, companies instructed in the use and care of 
heavy guns will be absolutely necessary to defend the coast ol 
the State; the companies are already organized, and ali they need 
is the means of instruction. The Government has all the neces- 
sary means within the borders of the State, and al! that is needed 
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is an invitation from the War Department to occupy one of the 
several forts on the coast for one or two weeks each vear. This, 
I believe, would be accepted, and inashort time a number of 
companies would be instructed in heavy artillery, which compa- 
nies could, in case of war, at once man the forts on the coast. 
suggest, also, that an offer of one or two officers and afew non- 
commissioned officers be made, for the first year, for purposes of 
instruction 

There is a good rifle range on the grounds owned by the State 
but it was not used during the time I was in camp. It would be 
well to devote a part of the time the men are in camp to this 
duty, as many of the regiments drill sufficiently well and could 
easily spare one day of the camp week for target practice. 


KentTucky.—Major John R. Allen, of the Kentucky State 
troops, has made his report of the deplorable catastrophe 
which lately happened near Ashland and resulted in the kill- 
ing of a number of citizens, as well as the wounding of some 
of the troops. After detailing the arrangements made, the 
report proceeds as follows : 


When the ferryboat reached a point nearly opposite or a little 
below the gangway of our boat, a shot was fired trom the direc- 
tion of the ferry boat towards us, followed immediately by a num- 
ber of other shots in quick succession, wounding one or two of 
our men, one of them adrummer standing within a few feet 
of me. 

Believing then that there was no law of God or man to justify 
me in compelling my men to stand as targets for lawless men to 
shoot at without returning their fire, and that we had already 
avoided a difficulty until it almost seemed that we were the law- 
breakers and not the mob, I gave the order to fire, and immedi- 
ately a deadly volley was puured from our boat into the ferry- 
boat. Several volleys followed in quick succession, and then I 
gave the order to cease firing, believing the terryboat to be com- 
pletely disabled. It took me several minutes to convey this order 
from one end of the boat to the other and from one deck to an- 
other. As soon as the order reached the different captains they 
silenced the guns of their soldiers. 

I suppose it was five minutes from the time the ferryboat open- 
ed fire on us to the moment when all firing ceased on our boat. 
It the order to cease firing could have been heard by every com- 
pany at the same time, the engagement would not have lasted 
over three minutes; but owing to the length of the boat, and the 
fact that the men were posted in the front and rear of all three 
decks, and the smoke and noise of the guns, it took perhaps two 
minutes to pass the order over the whole boat 

During the engagement our boat was running straight down 
the river at her usual speed. We did not round to the ferry or 
stop to fight; we simply desired to pass the place as s00n as pos- 
sible, and to get away with our prisoners. A large crowd had 
foolishly gathered on the bank of the river and on the wharf- 
boat, when the ferryboat opened fire on us, immediately in range 
of our bullets, if any should miss the ferryboat. We had no 
means of knowing, and did not know, but that that crowd was 
composed laryely of the mob which came down from Catletts- 
burg on the train a few minutes before we arrived; but notwith- 
standing tliat, not a single company on board our boat directed 
its fire at the people on the bank. 

A positive order was given by me a few minutes before the en- 
gagement that the fire should be directed at the ferryboat; it was 
repeated by the captains to their companies, and, so far as I know, 
and as each captain reports to me, that order was strictly obeyed. 

People on the bank were unfortunately withio the range of our 
guns during the conflict with the ferryboat, and to that fact 
alone must be attributed the sad results which followed the con- 
flict. When the ferryboat reached a point opposite the middle of 
our boat, as the (Granile Sta/e had so much more length than the 
ferryboat, the soldiers in the prow of our boat, as well as those in 
the rear, were compelled to snoot diagonally at the ferry. Besides 
this, the soldiers posted on the lower deck of our boat, in shoot 
ing at the pilot of the ferry, necessarily elevated their pieces, 


In view of these circumstances, with two hundred inexperi 
enced marksmen shooting at the ferry, with our boat running 
down stream at the rate of eight or ten miles an hour, and the 


ferry moving up stream, much as it is to be regretted, it is not 
surprising that a great number of shots directed at the ferry 
should have missed their mark and carried death into the crowd 
on the shore, or ricoch: ted on the water and thus reached them, 
or that a number of the balls of the soldiers on the lower deck of 
the Granite Stale, who were shooting at the pilot of the ferry, 
should have flown over the pilot house and gone into the town on 
the hill back of the ferry 

I desire, and through me every soldier in the battalion desires, 
to express the sincerest regret and deepest grief that any inno- 
cent man or women should have suffered trom our action, and to 
deplore the faval necessity which compelled us to take such 
deadly measures; but we feel that the conflict was forced upon 
us, and that the responsibility for the blood of innocent people 
which was shed must rest upon the violators of the law and not 
upon us, 

The tollowing casualties occurred during the conflict at Ash 
land, to wit : Private Lewis tt, of Nuckols Guards, bad his 
left finger shot off, and received a scalp wound in his head ; 
Corp]. Duncan Holmes, of Nuckols Guards, received a wound in 
the cheek under left eye; Sergt. Harry Graham, of McCreary 
Guards, was shot clear through helmet, but without hurting 
him; Surg. Alvin Duvall shot through his overcoat Drummer 
Charles Norman received a shot which passed through his lett 
hand, breaking one of hi sticks ; one private of Emmet 
Rifles shot in the head of I ille Legion shot in the 
breast-plate, the ball glancing and striking another one on the

In conclusion, I desire in this official manner to report to you 
that no more quiet, orderly, or better behaved set of soldiers 
were ever gathered into one battalion. That not a single case 
of drunkenness occurred on the whole trip, and but one of 
neglect of duty, which was promptly punished. 

The Governor has published the following order in regard 
to this matter : 

The Commander-in-Chief takes great pleasure in acknowledging 
the services of the State Guard lately on active duty in Boyd 
county. The command was called into active service by special 
orders, to aid the civil authority, to the end that persons accused 
of the gravest crimes known to the law might have a fair and im- 
partial trial in the courts, and was acting under the orders of 
civil officers. The task imposed upon the commanding officer 
was of a responsible and delicate nature, requiring prudence, 
firmness, and soldierly skill. To the command it was a severe 
test of the State Guard organization, which has not been attained 
by any sudden emergency or fitful effort, but is the resultof pa- 
tient, persistent. intelligent preparation. The young State 
Guardsinan, detailed on sentry duty at Catlettsburg, was stand- 
ing guard at every domicile in the commonwealth, and whilst re- 
pelling with force the attack of an infuriated and misguided mob, 
he was simply, but emphatically, announcing that the law must 
and should be maintained, and that mobs and masked lynchers, 
assassins and so called midnight regulators, must take warning. 

The conduct of the commanding officer is fully approved, and 
that of the entire force is equally deserving of praise. Maj. John 
kK. Allen and his several staff officers, the officers aud soldiers of 
his Battalion, viz: Capt. J. Lampton Price, the officers and 
soldiers of the McCreary Guards ; Capt. LD. Vertuer Jolinson, the 
officers and soldiers of the Lexington Guards; Capt. Kk. W. Fitz- 
gerald, the officers and soldiers of the Kmmet Rifles ; Capt. 
‘Lhomas F. Hughes, the officers and soldiers of the Blackburn 
Guards, and the following, temporarily attached : Capt. D, F.C, 
Weller, the officers and soldiers Co. C, lst Regiment—detailed for 
this service from the several companies composing the regiment 

Capt. Jo. L. Rodinan, the officers and soldiers of the Nuckols 
Guards, and Ist Lieut. C. B. Bly, with the officers and soldiers of 
the Ist Section Louisville Light Artillery, will for duty well per- 
formed, accept the siucere thanks of the Governor, their Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

In twenty years—between 1861 and 1881—the number of 
British and foreign ships that came to grief on English coasts, 
and from Which life was lost, was 3,347, resulting in the loss 
of 15,695 lives. 

Tue Government of Victoria, Australia, proposes to import 
two gunboats. It is expected that one of these would S a 
nine-knot gunboat of small draught, armed with a 10-inch 
gun, two 13-pounders, and two Gatling guns, and costing 
£25,720. ‘The other will probably be a 12: knot gunboat, able 
to go outside the Heada, and armed with one 10-inch gun, 
two 13-pounders, and two Gatling guns. The estimated cost 
of this second gunboat will be £39,512. Each gunboat 
will be of the Epsilon type. 


In December, 1873, the British ship Die Gratia arrived at 
Gibraltar, with the Mary Celeste, an American brigantine, 
found derelict in latitude 80 deg. 20 min. N., long. 17 deg. 
15 min. W.; but without any apparent cause for her abandon- 
ment. The Admiralty Court ordered a special survey. A 
minute examination proved conclusively that no accident 
had befallen her, and that she had not encountered very 
heavy weather, There was not a crack in the paint of the 
deck house. The seamen’s chests and sundry articles of 
clothing on board were quite dry; moreover, a small phial of 
sewing machine oil, and w ree) and thimble over it, had not 
even been upset. The harmonium and the rest of the cabin 
furniture stood in their proper places, the music and books 
scattered about had evidently never been wet. The barrels 
of spirits, forming the ship's cargo, were all well stowed 
jand saving one that bad started, were intact and in good 
| order. No bills of lading, no manifest, rewarded the indus- 
| try of active searchers, They found, however, abundant 
| evidence of the presence of a lady and child on board the 





‘The last entry in the log showed that at 8 a.m, 
on the 9th of November she bad passed to the 
north of St. Mary, one of the Azores; but, for di- 





vers reasons, it was inferred that she was net abandoned un- 
} til some days later. Why had the Mary Celeste been 
abandoned ? A very terrible answer was suggested by the 
| finding of a sword, appearing as though it had been stained 
with blood and afterward wiped ; and the discovery that the 
top gallant rail bore marks of the same ominous character, 
| while both sides of the ship's bows had been cut by some 
| sharp instrument. The captain was well known in Gibraltar, 
} and nobody believed him capable of lending a hand to the 
| perpetration of any foul play. ‘ Up to the present time,” 
}said the Gibraltar Chronicle of January 20, 1874, “ not a 
| word has been heard, not a trace discovered, of the captain 
| or the crew, or the lady and her child. It can only be hoped 
| that by giving the utmost publicity to the circumstances, 
|some light may be thrown upon them.” The home prers 
did its part in spreading the story far and wide, but as far 
las we have been able to ascertain, the hope expressed was 
| not realized ; and the abandonment of the Mary Celeste, 
and the fate of thoxe belonging to her, are still among the 
many unsolved mysteries of the sua,—All the Year Round,
